FINANCIAL REPORT 


The financial report of Funda- 
mentalist Baptist’Tabernacle, giv- 
ing account of all the monies raised 
and expended for building Fund 
and for General Expense, such as 
lights, gas, water, stationery, ad- 
vertising, janitor, etc. for the last 
several months has been prepared 
in detail by the church Clerk and 
Treasurer. It is in mimeographed 
form and will be given out at the 
services for everybody who wants 
a copy. If you miss a copy and 
want one, ask for it at the church 
office. 

The financial plan of the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Tabernacle is 
very simple and absolutely Scrip- 
tural. We have no budget, no 
pledge cards, no Every Member 
Canvass. Nobody solicits money 
from individuals, for the pastor, 
for the church building or for any 
other cause. All are urged to bring 
their tithes and offerings, every 
man as he purposeth in his heart 
and according as God prospers him. 
The money is carefully put to the 
use designated by the giver. The 
offering is counted and checked im- 
mediately by two.or three men to- 
gether, never just one. Bills are 
paid by check and the checks must 
be signed by the Treasurer and 
then counter-signed by the pastor. 
In this way there can be no waste, 
no spending of money by those 
without authority, contrary to the 
wish of the church, and official 
matters are handled honestly in the 
sight of all men. 


Incidentally, it is a great joy to 
trust the Lord day by day instead 
of depending on some regular sal- 
ary. And it is good to know that 


the money that comes in, comes 


from loving hearts who give in Je- 
sus’ name. None of it is raised by 


high pressure canvasses, by duns, 


by plays or suppers or sales.

A Great Street Meeting 


Saturday night we met at the 
tabernacle to go for a great street 
meeting and then to return for ail 
night prayer meeting. Aithough we 
have had a number of street serv- 
ices, a great many of the members 
had never taken part in a street 
meeting in singing, personal work 


and testimony. After a time of 


prayer, confession and heart 
searching at the tabernacle, a 
crowd of sixty or more went down 
to the corner of Tenth, Lancaster 
and Jefferson Streets where we had 
a wonderful street service with 
Brother Banta in charge. Mrs. Ban- 
ta played the banjo, they sang sev- 
eral duets, the whole congregation 
sang, we had many testimonies and 
this pastor brought a brief gospel 
megsage. Personal workers went 
et 23h the crowd to talk to sinners. 
Workers gave out several hundred 
copies of The Sword of Truth, and 
gospel tracts. The street service 
continued until ten o’clock with 
crowds and increasing in- 
terest. One man, then another, and 
then another trusted Christ, and 
during the entire service, I sup- 
pose there were ten or more con- 
versions. Several men came out 
publicly before that crowd on the 
street to claim Christ and the as- 
sembled group came to shake 
hands and say, “God bless you!” 

I well remember one man who 
stood with his wife and listened at- 
tentively to the service. A good wo- 
man talked to him and earnestly 
plead again and again that he ac- 
cept Christ. His wife stood by, a 
Christian woman, in deep concern. 
After a time the man was saved. 
When I went to shake hands with 
him, he said, “Well, it took me a 
long time to get my mind made up, 
but I did at last.” His face was 
bright and happy, The good woman 
who talked to him (it was the first 
street service she was ever in) 
could hardly contain herself for 
joy. What tears of rejoicing rolled 
down her face as she said again 
and again, “Oh, you don’t know 
how happy I am!”

ciocK. A number of people stayeu 
the whole nignt througn. 


Mrs. Green had planned to come 
in the latter part of the night, bur 
sne feit an insistent cali Irom the 
Spirit that she muSt pray. She tricu 
to go alone on the back po.icn anu 
pray, but that did not salisty, su 
sne dressed and came on lo Lue 
tabernacle and got a wondermu 
biessing. brother Wurree had made 
no piaus to come to the prayer 
meeting. He is a new convert, saved 
alter a lite of sin, some tweuty- 
Seven years a drinking man. but 
he couid not sieep, and the Lora 
drew him until he couid not resist, 
and he came about midnight to the 
prayer service to remain and pray. 

Mrs. Camier at Fort Worth hua 
heard about our all night prayer 
meeting in the service Friday 
night. She went to bed Saturday 
might in Fort worth, but Cuuu 
have no peace nor iest. She rei 
drawn toward this prayer meeting. 
About 10:30 or 11:00 she 'phoaed 
over long distance trom Fort worth 
and said she was coming. She drove 
over in the night by herself and be- 
fore long she was there. She re- 
mained and joined in the pruyer 
with great blessing. God was tne:e: 

One young man, @ new. Coilivert, 
had never prayed in public, we 
were told, But as the power or tne 
Spirit swept over that little crowa 
aud tears ran down ‘every cheek, 
as our prayers were mixed witn 
sobs, this young man prayed his 
first public prayer, and in the pray- 
er asked Gud to bless his wife. sae 
Sat beside him. She had said not a 
word. 1 wondered if here in this 
service was a woman not saved. l 
went back and tapped her on the 
Shoulder and askea her it she was 
a Christian. She hesitated and then 
said, ‘“Wweli, in my heart I want to 
be.” I told her how Christ died, anu 
how salvation was free wu she 
would simply trust the Saviour, ana 
She gripped my hand and said, “1 
want to thank you for showing me 
the way!” She stood then beroie 
the crowd to clam Christ and 
promised to be baptized right a- 
way. In that atmosphere or the 
Spirit, it was no trouble at ail to 
win a sinner to Christ. That hap- 
pened at 1:00 a. m.! 

I never heard such tearful, brok- 
en hearted confession as people 
made to God in that all night pray- 
er meeting. We had plenty of time, 
nobody was in a rush, but there 
was no dragging, no weariness. I 
was never in such a service where 
for hour after hour people wept 
and prayed. One young woman who 
had been backslidden, began to 
pray, crying like a broken hearted 
child. She confessed the grudges 
she had in her heart against her 
mother-in-law, against her niece 
and others. She confessed how 
worldly minded she had become, 
how she had lost her joy. She 

God to make her a Spirit- 
filled Christian, a soul winner. As 
she wept and prayed, her husband 
began to pray, “Help her, Lord, 
help her now.” “Fill her with the 
Spirit, Lord, today!” Before long 
he was pounding the seat’in front 
of him and praising God at the top 
of his voice!

A Great Sunday 


The Sunday services were un- 
usually sweet. We had a great 
Sunday School and at the morning 
service Brother Banta brought a 
fine message. There were two addi- 
tions. A good dinner was served 
by the women, an old fashioned 
basket dinner, and that was fol- 
lowed by a service which began at 
two o'clock with Brother Banta 
and Brother T. D. Sumrall preach- 
ing. 

In the evening a great crowd 
gathered and this editor preachea 
on the coming time when every 
saint in the universe will shout a- 
loud, “Hallelujah!” until it will roar 
like the voice of many waters, and 
like mighty thunderings, the Scrip- 
ture says. The Scripture used was 
Revelation 19:1-9. The Bantas 
sang, “I Am Going Higher Some 
Day” and the power of God was 
on the people. One man came for- 
ward who said it was the second 
time he had been to church in fif- 
teen years except when he had at- 
tended funerals. He was saved 
when a boy, but ran away from 
home, got into bad company, began 
drinking, and had gone far in Sin. 
He came back to God with deep 
resolution and earnestness Sunday 
night. Several others came. 


Although I had asked for back- 
sliders to come and sinners who 
would trust the Lord, it wasn’t long 
until everybody seemed to be com- 
ing. One, and then another began 
to shout, and from all parts of the 
tabernacle, people came with 
streaming eyes to promise God that 
they would live a new life for Him. 
At the close of the service a young 
man was baptized who had been 
converted the night before in the 
street service. 


Many Conversions 


I do not know how many con- 
versions there were during the five 
days of our celebration, but I 
know there were many. It was an 
unusual time in that. the public 
services were given over princi- 
pally to Christians and yet the 
power was so great that people 
went out and won many. In every 
time of testimoay. and praise (ana 
that was practically every service) 
there were those who got up and 
praised God for answered praye: 
in that loved ones were saved, o1 
that God helped in the winning oi. 
this soul or that or the other dur- 
ing the day. 

In a Saturday night prayer meet- 
ing two weeks before, brother Mo:- 
gan had requested prayer for his 
tather and two brothers, and with 
tears had asked God to help him 
win them. We joined in that pray- 
er, and either on Friday or Satur- 
day afternoon, a goog woman went 
with them away in the country to 
see these loved ones. They found 
the father and one brother were 
backsliders, but the other brother, 
who had been unsaved, was glori- 
ously converted. 


After the sermon by Brother T. 
D. Sumrall Sunday afternoon on 
soul winning, one woman went to 
Marsalis Park zoo, and’in the 
crowds there, won eleven people to 
Christ! Another woman won four! 
Every day of the celebration, per- 
sonal workers, led by the Spirit of 
God, found lost people and won 
them to Christ. There were possi- 
bly more than thirty conversions 
in the five days, but we do not have 
any accurate record. 


Through these three years in the 
life of our church in Dallas, it has 
grown to be the custom for warm 
hearted soul winners to go out, 
Id by the Spirit, to find sinners 
and win them. Peddlers are saved 
on front porches. Sight-seers’ are 
won to Christ in the parks. Sick 
people and their visiting relatives 
are won in the hospitals. Negroes 
have been saved in back alleys, 
white men have been saved in dom- 
ino parlors and many a soul has 
been saved in the home as volun- 
teer workers went from house to 
house. How fitting that the anni- 
versary season should be marked 
by unusual joy and fervor in per- 
sonal soul winning! It was a won- 
derful celebration, and I hope all 
who read this will join in an earn- 
est prayer that God will give, in 
the next three years, even greater 
blessings than He has showered up- 
on us in the last three,

The Commerce Revival 


Pastor John R. Rice began a re- 
vival at Commerce, Texas, Mon- 
day night on the big vacant lot just 
northwest of the square. The Col- 
lege Avenue Baptist Church there 
is a Fundamentalist Baptist church, 
Brother Tom H. Masters is pastor 
and they are ccéperating and help- 
ing in the meeting in every way. 

Without any circulars being giv- 
en out and with little advertising, 
and on short notice, a crowd of 
over 300 was present in the serv- 
ice Monday night. And last night, 
(Tuesday) about twice as many 
were present, and we definitely ex- 
pect that the seats taking care of 
about a thousand, we suppose, will 
be running over before the week 
is through. Brother Masters and 
others have promised additional 
seats for the Sunday night service. 

We have not vet given an invi- 
tation, but Monday night one boy 
was saved, Tuesday morning an- 
other. Tuesday night there were a 
number of conversions and reclam- 
ations in personal work after the 
service. There are indications of a 
great revival I have been told there 
have been no really great revivals, 
with scores and hundreds saved, and 
that touched more than one church. 
in many, many years. Let us all 
earnestly pray for the power of 
God on this revival.

Full of grati- 
tude I rolled four decades from 
my shoulders and stood up there- 
in to praise the memory of a good 
man whose advice I accepted and 
whose dictum I obeyed with unde- 
niable advantage to myself and 
others. In the pulpit of the church 
to which he belonged I stood and 
called his name, remembered by 
few — for he died years ago and all 
his kin are scattered. I told the 
‘folk that he was my boss during 
_the Civil War in a factory where 


_ I toiled as a boy. How he showed 


interest in his underlings, and 


* stirred them to join a society, now 


forgotten, called ‘The Cadets of 
Temperance,’ an offspring of ‘The 
Sons of Temperance.’ I recited the 
dim scene, where, in the society- 
room, I took the vow of total ab- 
stinence with uplifted hand in sol- 
emn mood, how I signed the ros- 
ter, drank the pledge of fealty in 
cold water, sang the ode, received 
the password and went out girded 
for the fray against King Alcohol. 


“Half a lifetime after, in a state 
asylum for feeble-minded children, 
when I heard the matron say that 
three-fourths of the imbecile in- 
mates were the progeny of drunk- 
en parents, I dug up my oath 
against rum, and deep in my soul 
registered once more my undying 
hatred of this fell destroyer. 

“A short time after my adoles- 
cent initiation I was sternly test- 
ed on this matter. I was appren- 
ticed to the bricklayer’s trade. 

“My employer knew his business 
well, was a skillful craftsman, but 
much given to drink as were all 
tis employees. At noon of my first 

q.., he bade me pour the water 
from the pail, go to a nearby tav- 
ern and get it filled with ale for 
the dinner. I brought it as ordered, 
took my place at the end of the 
line, seated like the rest in the 
shatiow of the wall and saw the 
bucket with a tin cup therein com- 
ing slowly toward me. I trembled 
inwardly as I saw that every brick- 
layer, every hodcarrier, every mor- 
tar mixer, every apprentice, drank 
the beer. 

“Each took a share and I real- 
ized that I, a poor weak lad, on 
my first day in a new crew, must 
offend the whole gang, censure 
their customs, stand their sneers, 
endure their scoffs, or surrender 
my principles. 

“When the booze reached me I 
whispered a refusal to the one who 
passed it, but the ‘gaffer,’ thinking

I was merely timid in new com- 
pany, cried out in hearty old coun- 
try style: “Take it, Robert; don’t 
be shy; I pay for it: you are one 
of us, have your sip of it.’

And all who are 
in prisons, insane asylums, or in- 
curable hospitals, who rot in laz- 
arettos or sleep in potters’ fields 
through this treacherous foe of 
God and man, began as moderate 
drinkers. It-lures them on. 

“My words will not reach or 
shake the inhuman parasites who 
are fattened by the gains of this 
awful traffic, but to the boys I cry: 
Swear eternal enmity to rum, and 
renlist for this holy war till Ameri- 
ca is free from it forever! 

“Boys, which crowd will you 
join? They can’t run the saloons 
without you. You can sign and 
live up to a pledge such as this: 

“ ‘Believing that the drinking of 
intoxicating liquor does our people 
great harm and no good and that 
I should loyally stand for the wel- 
fare of my country, and set a good 
example before others—I pledge 
God helping me, in honor of the 
sacred thirst of our Lord and with 
the help of His Holy Spirit, never 
to drink intoxicating liquor or to 
use any narcotic or opiate, and that 
I will through life exert my utmost 
endeavors to prevent their sale and 
use by others.’”

They know that without stint I 
have given myself these three 
years to hard, hard labor for 
Christ. I need no sympathy, how- 
ever, since my work has been the 
delight of my heart. I have not 
been driven to it. Instead, I work 
so hard, voluntarily, and have so 
much more that I would like to 
do, that I drive others, I fear, more 
than I ought some times. But dur- 
ing this time I have gone just the 
Same in the heat of summer as in 
the cold of winter. I have tried, 
with the help of God, to be pas- 
tor, evangelist, author, editor, and 
Bible teacher. I have sought to 
obey the injunction of the Word of 
God, “Preach the Word; be instant 
in season, out of season” (II Tim. 
4:2), I have sought to “make full 
proof of thy ministry” (II Timothy 
4:5). 


But if Jesus needed to go aside 
and take the apostles with Him to 
rest awhile and be away from the 
crowds and the heavy burdens of 
their work, no doubt it would 
please God for His servants now 
to sometime do the same.

We have 
long planned to take a few days 
for rest and study and recreation 
in the mountains somewhere, but 
thus far we have not been able. 
On Christmas day, I took a hur- 
ried drive to see my sister. Her 
two year old baby I had never even 
seen. When I have planned some 
days of rest or travel, always there 
has been an opportunity to preach 
in a revival or do other such work, 
and I feel that I dare not go. 

Just now I have come to Com- 
merce, Texas, for a revival and the 
Lord has brought great crowds 
these last two nights. We expect

saved. I cannot be content to turn 
down the opportunity. I trust God 
will refresh my mind and heart and 
rest my body. If I can see the tears

We will try to do 
both next Sunday, the Lord willing. 

I remind all the members of this 
church, and all Christians who are 
grieving the Lord in this matter, 
of the words in Haggai 1:4-10: 

“Is it time for you, O ye, to 
dwell in your ceiled houses, and 
this house lie waste? 

“Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; Consider your 
ways. 

“Ye have sown much, and 
bring im little; ye eat, but ye 
have not enough; ye drink, but 
ye are not filled with drink; ye 
clothe you, but there is none 
warm; and he that earneth wa- 
ges earneth wages to put it into 
a bag with holes. 

“Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Consider your ways. 

“Go up to the mountain, and 
bring wood, and build the house; 
and I will take pleasure in it, 
and I will be glorified, saith. the 
Lord, 

“Ye looked for much, and, lo, 
it came to little; and when ye 
brought it home, I did blow up- 
om it. Why? saith the Lord of 
hosts. Because of mine house that 
is waste, and ye run every man 
unto his own house. 

“Therefore the heaven over 
you is stayed from dew, and the 
earth is stayed from her fruit.” 
Many have been reporting what 
a blessing they have received. since 
putting God to the tithing test dur- 
ing the month of July. Remember 
that God has invited his children 
to test Him out on this, saying: 


"Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be 
meat in mine house, and prove me 
now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if | will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 


be room enough to receive it." --- 
Malachi (3:10). 

Again in Proverbs 3:9, 10 this 
challenge of God is given in the 
following words: 


“Honour the Lord with thy sub- 
stance, and with the first fruits of 
all thine increase: 


"So shall thy barns be filled with 


out with new wine." 

The same promise and challenge 
is given again in II Corinthians 
9:6: 


"But this | say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully 


shall reap also bountifully.” 

I urge all who will to join with 
us in putting God to a test during 
the months of July, August and 
September. Bring your tithes and 
offerings, knowing that God has 
|!promised to prosper and repay, put- 
ting them where God leads you to 
put them for His glory, pleasing 
God, not men.
